Dear Mr. President: 

Your recent decision to provide ac¬ 
cess for an additional 200 million 
pounds of imported beef under the illu¬ 
sion of moderating consumer prices 
was, to the U. S. cattle Industry, an ex¬ 
tremely discouraging blow. 

I assume you were briefed on the eco¬ 
nomic status of our industry. You are 
aware, then, that for more than four 
years we have been in an extremely 
deep depression. Only recently have 
cattlemen begun to realize or see pros¬ 
pect* for a profit. Actually, most cattle¬ 
men have not yet experienced the re¬ 
cently improved prices, for they have 
not yet marketed their 1978 crop of 
cattle. 

Assuming you were briefed on tho 
situation, I can only conclude that you 
chose to ignore the recommendations of 
impartial analysts aa well as those of 
cattlemen. I refer you to a May, 1978, 
publication, “Retail meat Prices in Per¬ 
spective, H written by James' E. Nix, 


Department of Agriculture. 

The publication said: “Just when 
(beef) prices are beginning to signal 

K * cars to start rebuilding their 
, proposals are being put forth to 
thwart further price Increases. Any 
such governmental actions should be 
carefully examined for their potential 
In stimulating continued herd sell-offs. 
Because, If herd reduction does not step 
soon, the annual pBr capita consump¬ 
tion of beef during one of the next three 
years conld drop below the lowest level 
of the past doc&de. Since consum 
hsy*'dbmonatrtitea’'BfffibJ’’piWS»i 
for beef, anything that further reduces 
supplies wiD exert even more upward 
pressure on beef prices and total food 
costa."
